EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A scientist predicts a five- 


degree rise in the earth's Fahrenheit temperature within 100- 
years, nvjling the ulinuuc clwnce Uut accompanied the cm! of 
Ihe Ice Age eons ago The change could force farming north- 
ward, lower Great Lakes, waters and flood the oceans, a 
University of Michigan researcher told a meeting of American 
biologists Here Monday Dr David Gates,, dircctoi of the U-M's 
Biological Station, said that the temperature climb will be 
almost as significant as the average nine degree Farenheit 
increase — five degrees on the Centrigrade scale — which the 
earth felt at the end of the Ice Age 


Among other things, the climate change will increase the 


demand for fresh water in the nation and make the Great Lakes 
mine important as a source, lie said As the lest of the nation 
glows hotter and drier, the demand foi 
lrc">h water will 


increase and Great Lakes slates could theoretically ti ade fresh 
watei for Montana coal or Texas, oil, he said The fi\e lakes 
contain one fifth of the world's Iresh water 


Gales bases his predictions on atmospheric studies winch 


show carbon dioxide levels are It pci cent higher now than in 
18MI and increasing at a rale of 4 3 per cent per \ear The 
increase is mainly due to the burning of fossil fuels, which 
creates carbon dioxide as a byproduct, and the culling of 


forests which otherwise would have used up carbon dioxide,

"The carlxjn dioxide concenlralion may readily become dou- 


ble.lhe 1860 concentration;by the mid lo late 21sl century and it 
might even triple,", he"said in remarks lo Ihc American 
institute of Biological .Sciences conference'at Michigan Slate 
University And a doubling of carbon dioxide in the atmosphere 
would produce an average tempeialure increase of three 
degrees Centigrade, or 54 decrees Farenheil, lie 'said. The 
increase could, however, range from Iwo to 18 degrees 
Farenheit, he said.

Michigan Prison Population Booms 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) —An 


"alarming" increase in women 
prisoners and longer jail terms 
handed down by judges will lead 
to

Michigan's prison population, a 
slate study predicts. 


A reporl Monday by Depuly 


Director William Kimc of the 
slate Department of Corrections 
said that in the pasl year alone, 
commitments of women had 
gone up three times faster than 


those of men. 


f "We must very soon begin

women's prison," the report 
said. 


Kimc said that while he an- 


ticipates a drop in the number 
of persons sent lo jails, the 
number of Ihose In cuslody will 
increase iKrcause of more life 
sentences, more long terms and 
more persons jailed under the 


state's mandatory iwo-ycar jail 
lonn for carrying a gun during 
a felony. 


The report said the state's 


current 
prison 
population 


stands at 13,71!) inmates, more 
than 2,000 over capacity. II said 
the state will need two new 
men's prisons, costing $24 
million each, as well as an ad- 
ditional prison for women lo 
supplement a 390-bcd facility 


which began operation two 
weeks ago in Ypsilanti. 


Klme said Ihe number of 


those behind bars may reach 
H.OOO by next January and 
could hit 18,00(1 in Ihe next 
decade. 


Overcrowding 
has 
forced 


prison officials lo house inmates 
in mobile homes, garages and 
stairways and has curtailed 
treatment programs and heigh- 


tened tensions behind walls, the 
report said.

Michigan's prison system 


includes nine prisons, 12 prison 
camps and 20 halfway houses, 
where qualified prisoners arc 
allowed to spend part of Iheir 
lime outside of custody. 


Even if all Ihe stale's current 


proposals for new or converted 
prisons arc carried out by 1980, 
Ibc stale would IK nearly 1,000 
beds short of the projected 


prison population, the reporl 
said. 


Kimc said that while cs-

Poulos then began a full-scale 


campaign against what he calls 
"barbaric" working conditions 
— drivers required to" take 


i defective rigs on the road, meet 
delivery 
schedules 
which 


weren't modified when the 
speed limit was cut from 65 lo 55 
miles per hour, then turn the 
trucks around for other, grueling 
runs without adequate rest or 
bleep. 


As a result, Poulos- was 


"blackballed" from working at 
virtually every freight terminal 
In South Florida 
When he 


sought 
reinstatement, 
the 


Tejmstcre offered little help 
"The union in no meaningful 
way handled my grievance," he 
recalls.
